On May 9, 2018, the Attorney General filed a motion requesting to withdraw and 

replace a supplemental rehearing request for information ("Supplemental Rehearing 

Request") to Kentucky Power Company ("Kentucky Power") that was filed on May 8, 

2018. As a basis for the motion, the Attorney General states that he mistakenly 

tendered a previously filed request for information. The Attorney General further states 

that counsel for Kentucky Power does not object to this motion. Lastly, the Attorney 

General states that he would not object if Kentucky Power were granted an additional 

day in which to file responses to the Supplemental Rehearing Request. 

Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that the Attorney General established good cause to permit him to 

withdraw and replace the Supplemental Rehearing Request and to grant Kentucky 

Power additional time to respond to the Supplemental Hearing Request. 



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. The Attorney General's motion to withdraw and replace the Supplemental 

Rehearing Request is granted . 

2. The original Supplemental Rehearing Request tendered on May 8, 2018, 

shall be removed from the official record of this case. 

3. The procedural schedule entered on Apri l 18, 2018, is amended as 

follows: 

Kentucky Power shall file responses to supplemental 
requests for information no later than .. ............. ... ...... 05/21 /18 

4. All other dates set forth in the April 18, 2018, procedural schedule shall 

remain unchanged.
